One Hundredth Anniversary. 

For nearly four years the Dis¬ 
ciples of Christ have been prepar¬ 
ing to havo a great oeutennial 
gathering in connection with their 
international convention at Pitts¬ 
burg, Pennaylvauia, iu October, 
1909.

CarefnllT Collated and Concisely 
Chronicled. 

Barren county is being ovorrua 
by crows, and how to get rid of 
tnem is a problem to the farmers. 

Many of tho horticulturists in 
the state are o( the opinion thnt 
tho recent cold snap injured the 
peach crop to some extent. 

The total a*»n*sed valuation of 
property in Montgomery county 
for taxation purpose* thi* year is 
10,004,800, a decrease of *17,093. 

The Montgomery Fiscal court 
allowed for sheep killed hy dogs 
iu the past year 27 claims, rang¬ 
ing from *1 lo |88.60, making a 
total of $ 012 . 

Taking a guard's pistol from an 
unlocked trunk, Joseph Smith, an 
inmate of the Lakeland asylum, 

' committed suicide. Hir home was 
iu Carrolltou. 

During tho month of January 
W. N. Brown, of Harrodabnrr, 
shipped 16,000 chickens to Pitts¬ 
burg. Pn., which netted him tho 
neat little sum of 16.600. 

Breathitt Circuit court conven¬ 
ed Inst Monday with over four 
hundred commonwealth’s cases on 
the docket. It is reported that 
the entire term of four weeks will 
bo devoted to tho trial of felony 
and misdemeanor cases. 

Charles Herndon, captured in 
Denver recently, after ovading ar¬ 
rest for wife murder twelve yoars 
ago, was refused bail at his exam¬ 
ining trial in Williamsburg Inst 
week aud was remanded to jail to 
await the action of the grand jury 
at the March term of the Whitley 
Circuit court. 

William Goode, who has never 
walked^ step, spoken a word or 
heard a sound in his life, died iu 
Danville last week. For the post 
two yeais he htd been blind. He 
was 67 years ol age, and since the 
death of his pnrenis he Lad beeu 
living with his Bister, Mr*. William 
Brown, at Danville. 

BREATHITT NEWS. 

Death of Sherman Cope. 

Sherman Cope, former sheriff of 
Breathitt couuty, was found dead 
iu his bed at the Lexington and 
Eastern Hotel at Jaokson early 
Saturday morning. Mr. Cope hod | 
died alone sometime during the 
night, supposedly about three ( 
o’clock which time T. P. Cope uud 
William Byron, who were in an 
adjoining room heard him groan¬ 
ing. They thought nothing of the 
groans at the time, but later at the 
suggestion of Joe Arnett, went into 
Sheriff Copo’sroom and found him 
dead. An inquest was »p edily 
held and tho verdiot returned was 
"death from some unknown cauie." 

A physician, who was presout and 
who observed a discoloration on the 
■ : do of the face, suggested that 
death resulted from arsenic or al¬ 
coholic poison. Mr. Cope wns 
forty years of age aud uumarriod. 

Beach Hargia Comes Up Town. 

Beach Hargis was able to come 
up town Saturday for the first 
time since the accidental shooting 
of his foot three weeks ago. He 
visited the Hargis store, the scene 
of tho kilPng of his father, on 
crutches. He was limping pretty 
badly, but his general health seems 
improved. He is said to havo re¬ 
solved to refrain from any further 
excesses or affrays and to devote 
the next six weeks in making prep¬ 
aration for his trial at Irvine for 
the slaying of his father.
